MINOR DIVERGENCE REPORTED HERE WAS THAT "PROFESSOR MEISIATSEV" 
RESEARCH TOOK PLACE IN 1972-73 WITH IMPLICATION THAT 
EVALUATION OF RESULTS HAD BEEN ONLY RECENTLY COMPLETED. 

2. AS NOTED IN REFTEL, THE CHILEANS CLEARLY DESIRE TO 
IMPRESS US WITH THE PRESENT SERIOUSNESS OF SOVIET 
PENETRATION. THE EXAMPLE CHOSEN MAY NOT BE TOO 
TIMELY. THE MIXED COMMISSION WAS ESTABLISHED BY A 
BILATERAL AGREEMENT SIGNED IN SEPTEMBER 1971. 

MEETINGS ARE HELD ALTERNATELY IN THE TWO CAPITALS, 

AND THE ONE IN MOSCOW IN JUNE 1976 WAS THE FIFTH
